Claim 32 has been objected to for the informalities noted in the Office 
Action. 

Claim 32 has been amended in a manner believed to clarify the matter 
noted in the Office Action. Specifically, line 16 of claim 32, "one-way 
valve" has been amended to read -one-way valve;-. The amendment has 
thus restored the semi-colon that was present after "valve" in claim 32 in 
the filing papers of the reissue patent application. 

Withdrawal of the objection to claim 32 is therefore respectfully 
requested.
